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JFK-King Probe Fails 
To Settle Plot Issue 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The House . 
Committee on Assassinations said in its 
final report today the question of 
whether conspiracies existed in the 
assassination of former President John 
Kennedy and the Rev. Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King is still unresolved. 

The committee has voted to ask the 
95th Congress for $6.5 million to reopen 
the investigations of the assassination 
of Kennedy and Dr. King. 

With respect to the King assassina- 
tion, the report said that during pro- 
ceedings on his guilty plea in March 
1969, James Earl Ray “rose to advise 
the court he did not concur with state- 
ments made by both the state prosecu- 
tor and his own attorney, that there had 
not been a conspiracy to assassinate 
Dr. King. 

“The committee does not mean to 
imply that there was or was not a con- 
spiracy, it merely indicates this is one 
of the areas which requires further 
investigation, especially in view of the 
failure to obtain a full statement of in* 

. volvement from Ray by the Tennessee 
authorities.” 

Concerning the Kennedy assassina- 


tion, the report said further investiga- 
tions should be held concerning 
conversations between Lee Harvey Os- 
wald and personnel in the Russian and 
Cuban embassies in Mexico City. 

Chief counsel Richard Sprague told 
the committee hundreds of questions 
must still be resolved and several hun- 
dred witnesses interviewed, regarding 
the Kennedy assassination. 

The report added “the committee 
has been informed the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency alone is in possession of 
more than 60 cartons of materials 
relating to the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy and the activities of Lee 
Harvey Oswald prior to that 
assassination.” 

The committee was formed in 
September to reopen the congressional 
investigations of the assassinations. 

The report said previous reports 
about misconduct by U.S. government 
agencies, “foreign assassination at- 
tempts, concealed evidence, destruction 
of evidence and possible deliberate 
misinformation have fostered among 
our citizens an ensuing lack of confi- 
dence in government agencies.
